This is for emergency notification in case of air attack 
from abroad. Starting tomorrow, the bomb shelter (this 
shelter will not withstand a direct hit from an atomic 
bomb) is being equipped with provisions to last for a short 
period for the President and his immediate staff. Three 
emergency committees are being formed, (l) concerning housing 
and buildings , headed by the Public Buildings Admin i strati on, 

( 2 ) emergency communications, and (3) provisions . 

A T/hite House coordinator (probably Admiral Dennison , 

Naval Aide to the President) will be named . The committees 
will function on an emergency basis, beginning Monday, to 
handle emergency arrangements . Mr. Stowe is recommending 
to the President that the Bureau be rep resen ted on the 
Communications Committee , so that we may know how communica- 
tions will operate, and so that^messages mgp>be transmitted 
in case of an attack » “bWRDED - / V Cf <r - / / 

The over-all plans beingrdrawn up 1 by Mr. Symington A 
will recommend that in case of attack, or in.gdse of dangejiy 
of attack, the heads of Government be di spersed. The 
President and his immediate staff, plus liaison repre - ** 

sentati ves from major government departments and agencies , 
will go either to Shangri-La (located at Thurmont, Maryland) , 
or to Front Royal, Virginia, Essential Congressional repre- 
sentatives will be sent to Atlanta, Georgia. With reference 
to Cabinet members and the Supreme Court, Mr, Stowe stated no 
plans had been made , but that they would probably be sent 
to some other place, as a group.

The formal piano and definite arrangements will be 
on the President's desk Monday, July 10th , and Mr. Stowe 
has promised to keep Mr. Poach informed of the exact plans

Hr. Stowe stated that the White House Qnergency plan, as « ***“- 

drawn up by himself in conjunction with others, h&s_J>een approyed_by °"“ w - 

B the president in substance. The idea of working through three separate 
committees. Housing and Buildings, Emergency Communications and Provisions, 
has been abandoned, and the entire operation at the White House placed 
Jll under the coordination of Admiral Dennison, Naval Aide to the President. 

8 Mr. Stowe stated that Admiral Dennison will in the near future meet with 
those persons to participate in the various phases of the planning, and 
fj ir> view of the fact that the FBI was mentioned in the recommendations 
j| approved by the President, we will be called upon. 

The over-all emergency planning for the operation of the 
Government by Hr. Symington, Chairman of the National Security Resources 
Board, has not as yet been completed j therefore, there is no additional 
information available on this. 

The direct communication line between the Eastern Coastal 
Defense Headquarters and the bomb shelter at the White House has been 

( installed. According to Mr. Stowe, consideration is being given to the 
idea at this time that a like direct line be installed between the FBI 
and the shelter. This is being considered in view of the fact that the 
White House feels that any crisis information concerning atom bomb attack 
j i could very well emanate from within the United States by parts of the bomb 
II being smuggled in and assembled here. The White House feels that, if this 
8 should happen, the Bureau rather than the military would probably receive 
the first notification. 

Neither Mr. Stowe nor Admiral Dennison have requested the 

( presence of an FBI representative on communications as yet. However, 

Mr, Roach will keep in touch with this matter, and you will be informed 
if and when the request is received.

In view of the fact that 
Admiral/ De nffisorT was not apprised of all the developments to date, Mr. Stowe 
brought him up to date and informed him that a direct emergency line had been 
installed between the FBf__and the White House Security Communications Center. 

After much discus slop between Mr. Stowe"anb~Ad)niral Dennison "they concurred in 
their beliefs thaVradio voice communication should be Installed between the 
Bureau and the Y^iteTfoiise = **anergency ’Center .' They added that this was over 
and above the present install ation arid the addition of an altern ate . line over 
the same installation. Major I T of the White 

House who was present, stated that he understood the Bureau had voice radio 
communication between its headquarters mobile units in the vicinity of - 

Washington, D. C., and he suggested that the mattershould be^ explored to fj 

determine- whether a neutral frequency could not be introduced and used for (/, 
this emergency radio 'Communication. Mr. Roach pointed out to the gentlemen , 
present that he was not the Bureau's representative on. communications but' - 
that the matter would be called to your attention and the' Bureau would 
probably desire to have its re presentative on this matter, Mr. Laughlin, get 
in touch vrith Major ! [ bo discuss the matter further. This was agreed 

upon and the conference was aqjourned .
